ones, so that all oontrfbnton be 
assured that tiieir gifts wiU as sew as 
possible reacn the ndnnn ffUmHoni 
they are intended. 

"Many are not aware of the fkot that 
relief woric to the extent of not lees than 
$100,000 has alreadv been successfully 
carried out in Turkey during the past 
three months, un-ler the direction of a 
strong and representative committee of 
fon'ign res-idents and diplomats in Con- 
stantinople, through European consuls, 
and the Americans who are found to be 
iu all the prin( ii)al cities of the interior. 

"A letter just received fnnn Oonstan 
tinople dated l)e<'. 17, states that 60 
bales of clothing bad l)een forwai"ded 
that wi><>k to Cesarea and that it is now 
possible to forward larf;e amounts of 
money safely to those engaged in this 
work in the devastated regions. The 
Rtvl Cross could >neatly enlarge this 
work. 

"It seems incredible that while the 
Turkish government is permitting such 
n>lief work it should exclude the Red 
Cross which, as is well known, will not 
step over a suffering Turk or Kurd to 
help an Armenian. 

"Meanwhile all funds should continue

Ohio's Experiment is Proving a Qreat 
Bvoeess-Why Not Try It in 
StntiMky? 



Ifinciniiati Tribune Correspondence 1 
Among the visitora in Columbus to see 
the openinf; of the Legislature was Hon. 
£. H. Shorb, of Van Wert, member of the 
State Fisti and Game (Tommiaiioo. Mr. 
Shorb's mission was to cultivate the ac- 
quaintance of the new members, as lie is 
anxious to secure some legislation for the 
Fish and Oame Oommiaslon. He is 
especially interested in the pheasant 
farm near Celina. He said : 

"Oar experiment of one year ago has 
proven a great ptiocesH. We have a little 
patch of ground near Celina, and last 
season from thirty-eight hens we raised 
nearly four hundred pheasants. The birds 
are what are known as the ring>neck and 
Mongolian pheasants. They never lose 
their wild nature and are virtually as good 
a game bird asonrnativepheasants.which 
are almost cxtiiict in Ohio. A fully de- 
veloped female will lay about sixty eggs 
daring the season. The birds grow rapidly 
and the adtilt,'! weigh from three to four 
pounds. We set the eggs under domestic 
hens and keep the little birds in little run- 
w.iys until they learn the call of the old 
hen. For the tir^t month the little pheas- 
ants require considerable attention, aa 
they feed six times a day. 

"The breeding season is from May 1 to 
August 1, and during this time we em- 
ployed two attendants at the Celina 
hatchery. The ring-neck pheasant is a 
< rn-is hi't svi'cn the old English pheasant 
and the Mongolian, or Chinese pheasant. 
They are the better game bird, as they 
will not run ahead of tlie ilog Ukt tha. 
pure Mongolian pheasant. 

"We desire to get aboat twenty acres 
of land near Celina, and suitable build- 
ings. We expect to raise about 8,000 
h'u-da next year, and then we will distrib- 
«te them over the State. They will 
stand the most severe weather. We will 
have u Inw passed i>rotevting them until 
1900, when we think these pheasants 
will be very abundant in Ohio. We will 
try to get an appropriation of $2,000 to 
fix up a propar pheasant farm at Celina."

coming to Chirap) and had b«Mi inmle 
de8perat« by tin- failun' of }us schemes. 
While it was at first thonj^lit th»» deed 
wan cansetl by destitution, investigation, 
it is Kaid, ahows this was not entirely 

the raise. 

In an examination among the pspeni 
and effects of the family a nnmber of 
letters were found th rowing? li.^ht on 
the circninstanoes I'-adiiiR up to the 
murder. A letf> r st aled and addressed 
to the dead man's mother in Denmark i 
was in substance an follows: ■ 
My Dear I>oving Mother: i 

I am «Iuk to death. I Imve hiii a few 
more hours to live. My loving wife and 
• liildren have Ix-eu well cared for. There 
In but one in the world who would mourn 
my death. She is my mother. I blame 
no one for thix. I woald never do to any 
one wlitit hRH been dona to mt. Peaoato 
tbu»e who have pursued nte) til then God 
will Judge. Tour unlucky aon, Jams. 

Another letter found was written by 
Mrs. Rensou to 0. L. M. Koedt. the 
Daninh vice conflul in Chieugo. Jt was 
to the effect that Mr. Kgedt had prom- 
ised her to SQcnre a ponition of some kind 
for her husband. She i-epioached the 
vice coiisxil for not keei)iiy; liis word. 
She wrote she had i>awiied lier watch 
for i»n umonnf e<inHl to one-tenth of its 
value, and mentioned an enclosure of 
$.">, which amount the vice (onsul liad 
learned her. Tiie final woids of the lot 
ter are: 

".^fter what I found out yesterday 
lliere is iir)thinK left for OS Imt dssth hy 

starvation or free/.iiiu." 

Tius letter is dated Jan .'), and on the 
rc\ersc side of the sheet are the words: 
I li.iv.- IK. hanl tfeliuKs against you, 
but in.iy to (iod tiiat you willdoas f do. 
You liiive put s(tveii i)eople who never 
<lid anyfhiuK to you in their graves." 

This letter causes the police to think 
husband and wife had i-em-hed an nn- 
<ieistan(linK concerniuK their final end, 
and had diwmssed the method of their 
taking off at leaHt a week ago. 

According to a 8t^)ry told by Charles 
H. llojikins of tliis city, who acted as 
agent for H«'usen, the latt4<r is a fn»ri- 
tive from Danish justice, having de- 
frauded bis crediturs iu Denmark out of 
•40,000.
